East St. Louis Grandparent Felt 
Something Would Happen, but 
Lad Did Not Fear. 





Ray Robinson, an Eatt St. Louis High 
School pupil, followed the call of the 


spring to his death Monday. 

An hour after he left home to play 
truant, heedless of the entreaties of his 
mother and grandmother that he get 
ready for school, Ray was killed by a 
Southern Railroad freight train at Thir- 
teenth street and Nectar avenue. With 
other boys, he had been jumping on and 
off the train, and a misstep caused his 
fatal fall. 

Ray was 14 years old, and was the 
son of E. J. Robinson of 1739 East 
Broadway. He was a bright boy and 
was younger than most of his fellow 
members of the first year class at the 
high school. He was usually faithful in 
his studies. 

Responds to Boys’ Shouts. 

At 7:30 a. m., Monday, just after his 
father had left the house for his work 
at' the Heim brewery, Ray astonished 
his mother by announcing that he did 
not mean to go to school. 

When he started from the house after 
breakfast to join his companions for a 
morning of fun, his grandmother, Mrs. 
Susan Allen, © years old, ran out 
of the house after him. 

“Come back ahd go to school, that’s 
a good boy,” she said. “I just have a 
feeling that if you stay away something 
will happen to you.” 

“T’ll be all right, grandma,”’ said th@ 
boy, and he ran away in response to 
a shout from other boys at the corner, 
while Mrs. Allen. returned to the 
house, puzzled at the unusual behavior 
of her favorite grandson.

These are the questions which, in ef- 
fect, are pointedly asked in a circular 
which the Executive Committee of the 
St. Louis Symphony Society is sending 
out to music lovers and public spirited 
citizens. 

‘That there is imminent danger thai 
St. Louis will lose the orchestra which 
has so long and so often delighted it 
was found by the Post-Dispatch Mon- 
day to be true. 

Must Subscribe $30,000. 

The Executive Committee has decided 
that unless $30,000 is subscribed by the 
end of the present month and unless by 
that time there are guarantees that $30,- 
(00 year will be subscribed for the next 
five years ng new contracts will be made 
with the members of the orchestra. In 
addition to this the committee says 
that not only must the $30,000 deficit be 
covered, but the subscriptions for tick- 
ets for next year must be larger than 
the amount in hand last May. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
Kansas City already has raised a fund 
of $30,000 to organize and support a Sym- 
phony Orchestra and the fear is exX- 
»ressed that if St. Louis delays too long 
in completing its guarantee many mem- 
bers of the St. Louis orchestra may join 
tne one being formed in Kansas City. 

Call for Volunteers. 

Only $24,500 of the needed $30,000 for 
the coming season has been subscribed 
in St. Louis. Through the Post-Dis- 
patch Monday George D. Markham, 
vice-president of the Symphony Society, 
issued a call for volunteer solicitors. 

“There ought to be 10 men in St. Louis 
who would aid in raising the $5500 need- 
ed to complete the guarantee for the 
coming season,” he said. “It i ex- 
tremely difficult to get the right sort 
of men, though, because the very ones 
who could do the best work do not care 
to neglect their business‘ to solicit for 
the fund.

Musicians Will Not Wait. 

“This is the season when contracts 
with the musicians must’ be made. They 
will not wait much‘longer. If Kansas 
City has the money and onlWlacks the 
players there is little doubt that she 
will come to St. Louis t6 hire musicians. 
I for one do not think we should play 
second fiddle to Kansas City, but if the 
guarantees are not made by the end of 
this month I shall sever my connection 
with the Symphony and turn to other 
activities. 


“Certain public spirited men have been 
carrying on the Symphony work for 
years and each season they have faced 
and made up an expense account deficit 
of $70,000 or more. It is*time for St. 
Louis to show its appreciation. 

“The first impression might be that 
there has been reckless extravagance in 
mahaging the orchestra. It is true that 
large expenditures were made necessary 
wheh the orchestra was placed on a 
salary basis. / 

To Increase Efficiency. 

“Originally the men were paid ,only 
for actual performance at concerts. The 
salary system was adopted in order to 
increase the efficieney of the orchestra, 
it being believed that if the organiza- 
tion was made capable St. Louis would 
support it. In two years the ticket in- 
come was increased 50 per cent. 


“St. Louis. is behind other cities in 
supporting its Symphony Orchestra- In 
Chicago tickets for ‘matinee perform- 
ances are eagerly bought in advancs. 
Here it is impossible to fill the seats.

Residents Think There Are Too 
Many Loopholes in Diaz’s 
Offer to Quit. 


By Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, May 8.—While unof- 
ficially there is still hope here of a re- 
newal of the peace negotiations, the 
Government view is that the exchange 
between the representatives of President 
Diaz and Francisco I. Madero Jr., the 
rebel chief, is a closed incident. 

Francisco Carbajal, the Government 
Commssioner at Juarez, has been or- 
dered to return to the capital, it is said. 
If there are overtures for a new confey- 
ence, it must come from the other side, 
although the Government officials main- 
tain, as before, a willingness to listen to 
any proposition which does not include 
the point over which the recent negotia- 
tions broke and which was answered by 
President Diaz last night in the conclud- 
ing lines of his manifesto.

its efforts, relying on the loyalty of 
our heroic army to quell the rebellion.”’ 

At the War Department today there 
was no intimation of the plans for a 
néw campaign. An official of the War 
Office said that he did not believe Ma- 
Cero was serious in the statement that 
he would undertake the task of captur- 
ing Mexico City. 

The posting of bulletins on the street 
corners late last night setting forth that 
Diaz would resign at a date which he 
deemed auspicious. created much excite- 
ment. These bulletins also were dis- 
tributed by messengers from the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 

“Today the sentiment among resi- 
dents of the capital who. by a large ma- 
jority, are revolutionary, was that 
Diaz's promise, with reservations, while 
technically seeming to meet the -evolu-> 
tionary demands, fell short and offered 
too many loopholes for ‘postponiny the 
resignation. 

It is generally believed that the an- 
nouncement of the President wil ot he 
accepted by the rebels as satisfactory 
and a renewal of hostilities is expected.

One Imported From. Russia Is

AMHERST, Mass., May 8.—The new 
bee-keeping bureau of the Massachu- 
setts Agricultural College here has set 
itself the task of developing a bee that 
will not sting, and that at the same time 
will be twice or three times. as indus- 
trious as the bee of today. 

Prof. Burton N. Gates, State Inspector 
of Apiaries, who is in charge of the 
work, thinks that <the first step in 
solving the problem has been accom- 
plished with the importation of speci- 
mens of a bee found in the Russian 
Caucasus.

The fire started on the third floor, and 
despite the efforts of nearly the entire 
department, was not under control for 
two hours.

Creighton College was established and 
is maintained by a $2,000,000 endowment 
of the late Count John A. Creighton, 
and is conducted by the Jesuit order.

Communication Is Estab- 
lished by Missouri Nation- 
al Guard Signal Corps 
Men, Both With Fort 
Leavenworth and Station 
hiere, 


For seven hours Sunday four officers 
of the Signal Corps of the National 
Guard of Missouri sailed in the balloon 
Miss Sophia, sending wireless messages 
to the station here and in Fort Leaven- 
worth. The trip was experimental, and 
was highly successful, the officers re- 
ported. 

The company is the only aeronautic 
militia signal corps in the United States 
and the © wireless messages were the 
first ever tramsmitted and received by 
officers of the militia, but officers of 
the regular army have been experiment- 
ing along this line for some time. The 
trip was the first made from St. Louis 
with wireless equipment. 

A wireless receiving instrument was 
set up in the basket of the machine and 
tested before leaving the Rutger street 
station of the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
Precautions were taken to keep the 


spark from igniting the gas in the bag. 
W. F. Assmann acted as pilot, and the 
officers who ‘accompanied him were 
Lieut. John P. Hart, Sergt. E. Wunder 
and Sergt. Joseph O'Reilly. 

Men at the Government wireless sta- 
tion at Fort Leavenworth had been 
notified to watch for messages from the 
balloon and respond to them, and Hart 
said there was no difficulty in making 
the transmissions. But there were other 
messages, thought to have been from 
Fort Omaha, Neb., which were so in- 
distinct that they could not be taken. 


From 1500 to 7800 Feet High. 


The balloon varied from 1500 to 7800 

feet In altitude, and sailed to Springfield, 
Il. The party wanted to land close to 
the town, but a contrary current of air 
‘sent the balloon into a field three miles 
northwest. 
' In passing over Godfrey, Ill., Ass- 
mann dropped a note for Miss Sophia 
‘Assmann, his daughter, for whom the 
Dalloon was named. She is a student at 
Monticello Seminary. 
- Lieut. Hart said Monday that, al- 
though the trip was. successful, he 
hoped to make another within two 
weeks with better equipment. 

“Our instrument was not as sensitive 
as it should have been,” he said, ‘‘and 
some of the messages from a distance 
were lost on that account. We received 
seven from a distance, without taking 
into account the interchange with our 
wireless station here, | 

“The danger in using wireless on bal- 
loons is that the spark may fire the 
gas in the balloon. The instruments 
may be surrounded with metal screens, 
somewhat'as a miner’s safety lamp is, 
Without interfering with the message, 
and later we may have such a provision. 
Yesterday we did not try to send mes- 
sages while the balloon was rising, be- 
cause then some of the gas is forced 
out of the appendix into the basket. 

Send Messages on Descending. 

“When the machine. is descending the 
gas is forced upward ‘into the bag, and 
there is then little likelihood that it can 
de ignited by the sparks from the in- 
strument.

DARBY RESIGNS 
AS ORGANIST AT 





Has Won Fame as Choirmaster 
by Training of Boy 
Sopranos. 


————sss 


Prof. H. H. Darby, for 2% years or- 
ganist of Christ Church Cathedral, and 
trainer of its long famous boy cholr, 
will retire from the keyboard of the 
Cathedral’s big double organ Aug. 1, and 
will devote himself to private instruc- 
tion and to raising mushrooms on his 
farm in St. Louis County. 

The fact that Prof. Darby had re- 
signed was not known to most of the 
parishioners of the Cathedral until it 
was indicated Monday by the announce- 
ment that Arthur Davis, organist of the 
Episcopal Cathedral in Salina, Kan., 
would take the position in August. 

Prof. Darby said on Monday that he 
had not expected to announce his deci- 
sion at present. Dean Davis of the 
Cathedral said Prof. Darby’s resignation 
had been submitted and that it would 
be accepted, though no formal action 
had been taken thus far. 

Improvements Near Completion. 

The change in organists will come 

near the time when, it is hoped, the 
costly improvements on the Cathedral, 
including the new tower and remodeled 
facade, will be completed, and the me- 
morial altar installed. 
Prof. Darby was one of the best- 
known of St. Lottiis organists. His spe- 
clalty wag the training of boy sopranos. 
He was so successful in developing the 
voices of his choir boys that it was 
never necessary to employ women for 
the Cathedral music, which was pro- 
duced entirely by boys and men. 

The boys whom he first trained™ in 
singing have grown up, and some of 
them are successful business men, who 
got their start through the help of 
wealthy members of the Cathedra) par- 


ish. 
Has Trained Many Boys. 
For several years past an annual re- 


union of the past and present choristers 
at the Cathedral has been held, and on 
some of these occasions 200 men have 
walked behind the boys of the present 
choir and sung the hymns they learned 
under Prof. Darby’s training. 

Beside the regular services of the 
church, Prof. Darby has for many years 
given annual recitals, which have at- 
tracted throngs of outsiders ta the ca- 
thedral. The most often repeated of 
these exercises were the “Messiah” in 
Christmas season, and the penitential 
music of Holy week. 

Arthur Davis, the new organist, ts a 
fellow of the Royal College of Orga- 
nists, London, and is a successful com- 
poser. The “Scout Patrol Song,” ono 
of his compositions, is sung by boy 
scouts throughout this country and En- 
giand.

We ought 
to have a sort of mutual admiration 
society, aS astrdnomers and betanists 
and other professional men do. When- 
ever a minister enters a gathering of 
his fellows they ought to rise andj 
cheer as though he were a general 
returning victorious from battle. 
Whenever the Lord of heaven and 
earth calls a human being to the serv- 
ice of saving. men, he ought to be 
looked on as an ambassador of 
heaven and treated with the respect 
due a representative of that shining 
shore. 

“He should never be permitted to 
imagine himself neglected or slighted 
or ignored. He should feel all around 
him, as a fish feels the sea, the weves 
of enthusiasm from the throats of his 
fellows.

NEW TAXI RATE 
IS SAME FOR ONE 
ASFOR A DOZEN 


Schedule Takes No Account of 
Number of Passengers in 
Fixing Charges. 
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You might just as well be liberal and 
invite the rest of the crowd to ride 
with you when you take a taxi, be- 
cause it will not cost a cent more. By 
& rearrangement of rates, promised 
for several weeks, which the taxicab 
companies has just put into effect, the 
price is the same for one or more per- 
sons. 

L. W. Childress, president of the Co- 
lumbia Taxicab Co., told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the new rates give 
St. Louis a cheaper service than that 
of any other city in the country ex- 
cept Pittsburg. 

The new rate is a flat charge for one 
or more persons of 60 cents for the first 
half mile and 10 cents for each succeed- 
ing quarter of a mile. 

Under the old schedule the rate for 
one or two persons was 50 cents for 
the first mile and 10 cents for each suc- 
ceeding quarter mile. For three or more 
persons it was 50 cents for the first two- 
thirds of a mile and 10 cents for each 
succeeding sixth of.a mile. 

Childress sgays.that the change in 
the rates means a cutting of 10 per 
cent. He says that the new “éariff, 
however, being much _ simpler, will 
prevent mistakes and misunder- 
standings between drivers and the 
passengers and that the companies 
expect to make up the loss in rates 
by nicreased business. 

Under the old rates, one or two per- 
sons could ride two miles for 90 cents. 
The rate for three or more persons for 
two miles was $1.30. The new rate per- 
mits any number of persons to ride 
two mbes for $1.10. 

When it was announced in the Post- 
Dispatch two weeks ago that a change 
in rates was being considered by the 
Columbia Taxicab Co., J. E. Stewart, 
manager of the St. Louis Taxicab Co., 
said that his company would adopt the 
new schedule as soon as its competitor 
did.

Actress He Married Loses. Trail 
Amid Scenes of His Former 
Outlawry. 


Jim Cummins, Missouri guerrilla, for- 


mer member of the James and Younger 
gangs and of Quantrell’s band, has left 


his bride of a year and a half in Coati- 
cock, Quebec, and returned to the 
scenes of his outlaw career. 

Mrs. Cummins, prevented by physical 
infirmity and lack of money, from fol- 
lowing her husband, has written to the 
Post-Dispatch asking tha: an attempt 
be made to learn his whereabouts. She 
has heard nothing from ‘him since 
March 12. 

Cummins’ marriage to Miss Florence 
Sherwood in Kansas City in October, 
1909, followed a 12 years’ courtship. He 
was 63 years old, she 60, when she wired 
from Montreal her “Yes” in reply to the 
proposals with which he had besieged 
her since their meeting in Eureka 
Springs, Ark., in 1897. 

Writes of Happy Life. 

“We have lived very happily,’’ Mrs. 
Cummings says in her letter from Can- 
ada to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘but my hus- 
band did not like this country very well, 
and thought we would do better to go 
back West. His home is in Excelsior 
Springs, Mo., but before our marriage 
he passed a good deal of his time at the 
Confederate Soldiers’ Home in Higgins- 
ville, Mo. 

“We were not a so I could go 
with him, so he went’ March 2, intend- 
ing to stay ‘at the home or the Springs 
until I could join him in May. I re- 
ceived a letter from him written March 
12, saying ‘I leave for the West tonight,’ 
but naming no place. ‘I will w rite when 
I get West,’ he said. Since I can get 
no news of him, except that I have 
learned he went from Mosby, a station 
near Excelsior Springs,’ to Sheffield, 
near Kansas City. 

“It does not seem to me that he can 
have wilfully desemted me. 1] love my 
husband and have tried to. be a g00d 
wife to him, and w hy he should desert 
me I don’t know.’ 

Cummins, a Civil War veteran, had an 
active part in the outlawry of the 
70s and 80s in Western Missouri. He 
was one of the most troublesome of the 
survivors of the James and Younger 
gangs, and at one time a reward of 
several thousands was offered for his 
capture dead or alive. 

In 1891 Cummins walked into the Sher- 
iff’s office at Liberty, Clay County, and 
surrendered. It was found that, be- 
cause of the lapse of time and the death 
of witnesses, no charge against Cum- 
mins could be sustained, and he was re- 
leased eventually. 

Always Booted and Spurred. 

For several years Cummins remained 
around his old home at Excelsior 
Springs, a picturesque figure, always 
booted and spurred, and generally on 
horseback. Then Uncle Sam, who want- 
ed men who could ride and shoot, of- 
fered him a place as deputy marsha! on 
the Indian Territory border, with head- 
quarters at Eureka Springs, Ark. 

In 1897.the Mexican Troubadours were 
stranded in Eureka Springs and Cum- 
mins became acquainted with Miss Sher- 
wood, who accompanied the troubadours 
as harpist. 

Cummins investigated the players’ 
plight and learned that their manager 
was well able to keep the troupe togeth- 
er. He interested himself in the matter 
to the extent of telling the manager 
just what a bad man he had at one 
time been, and how he might forget 
himself and harm the nianager if the 
latter did not treat his company better. 

Back Salaries Paid. 

The result was that back = salaries 
were paid, and that Cummins became a 
favorite with the members of the 
troupe. When the _ troubadours left 
Eureka Springs, the harpist, who was 
then 48 years old, carried Cummins’ 
photograph. She was interested enough 
to write ta_him, but not. quite enough 
to marry him then, though he often 
besought her to do so. — 

When Cummins quit his Government 
job and fell back om Excelsior Springs 
and the Confederate Home, Miss Sher- 
wood was traveling in Canada with an 
entertainment troupe. She told a Mon- 
treal theater manager about Cummins, 
and the manager decided that a méno- 
logue by the bandit would go well as a 
part of his show. 

Miss Sherwood wrote, offering Cum- 
mins the theatrical place, and he ac- 
cepted on condition that sHe first come 
to Missouri and marry him. So they 
were married.

The Dietz ‘“‘arsenal’’ was brought into 
the courtroom for the first time today. 

Dietz was blocked by former Attor- 
ney-General L. M. Sturdevant from 
cross-examining Gilbin beyond the facts 
brought out by the prosecution. Dietz 
took exceptions to the Court's rulings. 

Irwin Giauque, one of the men with 
Giblin, was called. He was the mem- 
ber of the party who was shot through 
the hat and fell out of the wagon. He 
testified that Dietz kicked him and that 
Weisenbach ordered him to get out or 
he would be filled so full of shot he 
could not get out.’’

1AT promises to be a pleasing 
W month’s engagement of grand 

opera in English at popular 
prices was begun at the Shubert when 
Joseph F. Sheehan and ‘his company 
Sunday -evening presented Puccini's 
“Madame Butterfly’ on a plane of 
quite well-balanced ability. 

The first-night audience gave a dis- 
tinetly favorable verdict upon the per- 
formance. This was especially manifest 
at the conclusion of the Puccini opera's 
greatest number, the nuptial duet be- 
tween Cio-Cio-Ban and Lieut. Pinkerton, 
with which the opening act terminates. 
The singers of these roles, Miss Grace 
Nelson and Mr. Sheehan, repéatedly 
were called to the footlights and made 
to feel that they had won the house's 
regard. 

A particularly promiseful showing of 
the night was that Mr. Sheehan sang in 
very good voice indeed, in marked con- 
trast with his last preceding operatic 
appearance in St. Louis: when the con- 
dition of hig throat was such- that he 
should not have attempted to sing at 
all. 

He seems to have recovered the robust 
Sweetness of tone that was his in ear- 
lier days, and, although at one or two 
moments of sudden onset his voice 
lacked in truthfulness, it met satisfac- 
torily the 
in sustained effort and there was no 
evasion of the higher notes such as 
proved so disappointing during his 
Odeon engagement of a few seasons 
ago. : 

If now, by a more careful regard for 
his work..as an actor, Mr. Sheehan 
would set himself to a fuller realization 
of the dramatic aspect of the Lieut. 
Pinkerton role, his completed achieve- 
ment would be excellent, in despite of 
the fact that an increasing stoutness of 
figure makes it impossible for him to 
“look. the part’’ of a trim and dapper 
young naval officer. e 

This, however, is a comment that ap- 
plies as well to Caruso’s rotund Pinker- 
ton—the only tenor whom I recall as 
visualizing the part is young Walter 
Hyde, who sang Pinkerton to the Cio- 
Cio-San of Geraldine Farrar at the 
Coliseum’ two years ago, upon which 
occasion Miss Farrar gave St. Louis 
the best Madame Butterfly yet heard 
and seen here. 


Grace Nelson of the Sheehan Opera 
Company is not a Geraldine Farrar. 
but she sings an acceptable Cio-Cio-San, 
lier volce being sweet and true. and 
Plays the part with considerable. effect- 
:veness. There was no doubt of her 
success with Sunday night's audience, 
which found repeated opportunity to 
reanifest its favor and was invariably 
generous in such manifestation. 

The Consul Sharpless of Charles 
Swickard’s presentation was sung and 
Played along correct lines, but, being 
in its own essentials one of the least 
impressive baritone roles in al) 
opera, its essayer must 
more convincing opportunity for dijs- 
tnetion. Mr. Swickard’s voice, while 
not a genuinely imposing baritone, is 
cleverly handled, and his playing meth- 
ods possess a finish that warrants con- 
f:dent expectation of better achieve- 
ment still to come, 


In the role of Suzuki, to whom falls 
this opera’s contralto opportunity, Miss 
Elaine de Sellem reveals a voice of dis- 
tinctly good quality, well trained and 
competently employed, and she is, also. 
a capable actress. She is to come into 
greater prominence as the Shubert en- 
gagéement progresses, and there is rea- 
son to believe that she will develop into 
one of the most satisfying figures of the 
Sheehan season. . 

Mr. J. J. Williamson’s work as Goro, 
the marriage broker, lacked the suave 
slyness possible to the -role’s rightful 
playing and the score was weakly sung. 
The grim Bonze was made fittingly 
ominous by Frank J. Tyler’s interpre- 
tation, and its big chant of malediction 
was given with much dramatic vigor. 
Others in the cast proved fairly capable, 
and little Master Buckeridge, as Trouble,

AUCTION VOLUMES 
DECLARED FRAUDS 


Expert From Germany Asserts 
the Selling of the Books for 
. $12,600 Is a Joke. 


CHARGE CALLED ABSURD 


But Buyer, Who Will Exhibit 
Purchases, Says There Will 
Be an Investigation. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 8 —The famous 


Anne of Brittany’s manuscript Ovid, 
sold to George D. Smith for $10,000 in 
the recent Hoe sale, it is declared, may 
be a clever forgery by a man who was 
once sentenced to 10 years’ imprison- 
ment for stealing famous books. The 
“History of Italy” of Francesco Guic- 
clardini, sold to Smith for $2600 and 
supposed to have been bound by Nicho- 


las Eve Beve, it is also said, may be 
only an old book in an old binding, 
cleverly touched up by a nineteenth 
century bookbinder, and not tRe orig- 
inal work of the sixteenth century 
binder. 

If these books are forgeries, how 
many other forgeries are there in the 
library which brought $997,000 for only 
one-quarter of its volumes, bibliophiles 
who followed the Hoe sale are asking 
today, while the executors of the Hoe 
estate, under whose direction the sale 
was held, strive to decide what {s to 
be done concerning the very specific 
charges relating to the two books, made 
by Dr. L. 8. Baer of Frankfort, Ger- 
many. Dr. Baer said: 

“The affair of these two books is a 
huge joke to one who knows manu< 
scripts and bindings. None of the for- 
eign dealers bid upon the Ovid or the 
Italian book. If the Ovid had been 
genuine it would have been worth eas- 
ily $20,000. TThe Italian book, too, ‘would 
have brought much more than $2600. The 
Hoe copy of the Ovid came from the 
Libri collection. Libri was a forger 
and a thief. He undoubtedly got an 
unfinished manuscript. This manuscript 
would have blank spaces left for the 
miniatures. He or the artist who was 
his contemporary in 1850 painted miinia- 
tures of Anne of Brittany and members 
of the Frengh court at the end of the 
fifteenth century and the beginning of 
the sixteenth, using for models exist- 
ing portraits.’’ 


Dr, Baer an Expert. 

Dr. Baer, admitted by Smith to be an 
expert, is of the Frankfort firm of 
Joseph Baer & Co. The house has ex- 
isted under members of the Baer fam- 
ily since 1785. 

“The miniatures in the Ovid,”’ said Dr. 
Baer, ‘‘do not resemble those that have 
come sea to us from the time of Anne 
of. Brittany. Any expert who examines 
one of these Ovid miniatures will tel) 
you that they were made about 1840. 
They greatly resemble the work of 
Schnorr von Carollsford, 

“The Italian book is undoubtedly an 
old book and the binding is old, too, but 
while its back may be that of an origi- 
nal book, its cover with the portrait 
of Henry III of France, and the gild- 
ing, was done by a nineteenth century 
binder. Italy is the seat of clever 
forgeries and imitations of antiques. 

“It is not ethical in our business to 
say anything about a sale publicly un- 
til the sale is over. There were other 
things in the sale that were not en- 
tirely genuine, but these were mostly 
cases of bindings. Bindings had been re- 
paired or touched up by a modern bind- 
er, but some of these had been noted 
in the catalogue. All of the other manu- 
scripts and books which brought big 
prices were, I think, genuine. The mat- 
ter, of course, was not the fault of the 
auctioneers and cataloguers. 

“Count Libri Carrucci was an offictal 
of the university and other libraries of 
Paris. He was accused of having stolen 
books in 1848 and manuscripts from 
the libraries with which he was connect- 
ed. He fled to England in 1850, but 
was subsequently convicted and _ sen- 
tenced to 10 years’ imprisonment.” 


Public to See Books. 

George D. Smith is preparing for an) 
exhibition of his purchases, which be- 
gins today, when the public will have 
a chance to see the $10,000 Ovid which 
Dr. Baer says should have brought $20,- 
000 if genuine. 


“The story is absurd,” sald Smith, 


and Baer will have a chance to tell it 


in court.’’ 

Undoubtedly the best experts in the 
city will go over the books for the Hoe 
heirs and a full investigation will be 
made. Huntington, for whom I bought 
the Gutenberg Bible, looked at the Ovid 
and congratulated me upon having se- 
cured it. I have had the advice of the 
best experts and I know something 
about books myself.” 

Dr. Baer said he thought the list of 
“frauds’’ would be less than 25, most of 
them small ones. 

Beverly Chew, who wrote the intro- 
duction to the catalogue of the Hoe 
sale and who was an intimate personal 
friend of Hoe, the collector of the l- 
brary, said that he had not the slightest 
doubt but that the books in question 
were genuine. 

Robert Hoe, president of the Hoe com- 
pany, the corporation which succeeded 
his father’s firm of R. Hoe & Co., said 
that he knew nothing about either of 
the two books in question or of his 
father’s library in general. The ex- 
ecutors would take whatever action was 
necessary in the matter, he sald. They 
are B. P. Chew, treasurer of the Hoe 
company, and F. W. H. Crane, father 
of Justice Crane. They wil] meet today 
to consider what shall be done.

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THE PARADE OF PROTEST. 

It is no longer possible for the most cynical 
observer of public events to say that the women 
are not in earnest in their desire for suffrage. 
Thousands upon thousands of them have become 
passionately devoted to “the cause” and are will- 
ing to undergo many hardships in order to put 
new life into the agitation for the ballot. Suf- 
frage societies in New York City and state, as 
well as in neighboring states, were deeply inter- 
ested in the success of Saturday’s parade of pro- 
test. New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland. Con- 
necticut. and. Massachusetts were represented. 

The parade was organized by the Women’s Po- 
litical Union, the Woman Suffrage party and the 
Collegiate Equal Suffrage League. Its object was 
“to protest against the continued disfranchise- 
ment of women; to proclaim the right of women 
to make the laws under which they live, under 
which they labor, and under which they die.” 
Many women marched for the first time in the 
protest parade, which is a new idea in the Amer- 
ican propaganda, although English women have 
long been used to such demonstrations. The most 
significant thing about the New York parade was 
its representative character in the matter of oc- 
cupations. Every trade, industry and profession 
in which there are women was represented. 
There were women farmers, artists, actresses, 
musicians, writers, teachers, college women, law- 
yers, architects, engineers, ministers, doctors and 
nurses. And these were followed by business 
women, typists, stenographers, secretaries, in- 
vestigators, social workers, explorers and ath- 
letes. After them came suffrage pioneers, home- 
makers, offieehaldeys, watchers and voters from 
states and nations where women can vote. 

Even that pusillanimous and perpetual delin- 
quent, man, marched in the parade of protest. 
The Men's League for Women Suffrage was.there, 
to’ do’ what tould be done to redeem the reputa- 
tion of an insolent and tyrannical sex. There 
was a division of colored women, to whom the 
suffrage is as dear, in desire, as it is to their 
“men folk,’ who actually exercise the right. 
Many college women marched and mused, recal]l-

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New Semi-Monthly Pay Law. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Having noted that some of your readers are ii- 
terested in the semi-monthly pay-day bill, which 
was passed at the last session of the Missouri 
General Assembly, I thought it might be an op- 
pertune time to furnish some information pertain- 
ing thereto. 

Il was at the capitol during the session, repre- 
senting the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
and I had been instructed by this organization 
to support the twice-a-month pay-day bill, whicn 
I did. The Trainmen were the only branch of 
railway organized labor represented at this ses- 
gion. This bill applies to all corporations in the 
Siate, but it affects the railroads more than any 
other. inasmuch as none of them pay twice a 
mcnth except the Cotton Belt, which road does 
this owing to the existence of a similar law in 
Arkansas. The semi-monthly pay-day bill passed 
both branches of the General Assembly with only 
two “dissenting votes, and was approved by the 
Governor April 19. The Legislature adjourned 
Mareh 20, thereforé the bill becomes operative 
90 days from that date, which would be about 
June 20. According to my way of reasoning, it 
is one of the best laws passed in years. Under 
the old system a man beginning work the first 
of the month for a railroad company would not 
have a pay day until] the 15th of the following 
month, and the company would at all times owe 
him for 15 days, as long as he was employed. 
the new law is very beneficial for the employe 
and the merchant, as it does away with the meth- 
od of waiting a month or more f@r your money.

One of the boys bore all the sigmata 
of the born criminal, the other had a 
weak but pleasant face, which suggested 
that without the evil influence of his 
companion he might have become rath- 
er a nice bellboy—quite a favorite with 
rushy old ladies in the hotel. | 

“Not less than 10 years and not more 
than 20 years in State’s Prison,” said the 
Judge in both cases. 

The first boy was led stolidly out. The - 
second broke into sobs. -As he was 
‘ed out the clerk of the court leaned 
cver and spoke to the Judge. 

“Come back here! Bring that boy 
back!” called the Judge. 

And when the prisoner was again 
standing before him he sald: 

‘I find you were convicted only of 
an attempt at entering and robbing. 
So I reduce your sentence to not less 
than five and not more than 10 years if 
State’s Prison.” So 

Now, that Judge is a good man. There 
are men who would not call a prisoner 
back in open court to reduce a sentence 
imposed through a judicial error. 

But think of growing so callous to 
human life as to be able ¢o make such 
a mistake! 

All judgés must get so, I suppose, 
dealing as they do with life and death. 
But at that moment I registered a vow: 

The votes of my fellow suffragists 
shall never make me a judge!
